Power for the plant is supplied by six 
steam boilers which produce 80 tons of steam per hour at 40 atmospheres. The 
pover is produced by two turbogenerators of 7,000 kw each, Only one of these 
turbines is in use, #lectric energy is also supplied by the lines of the 
Central Slovakia Power network, Altogether the plant recuircs 6,500 to 7,500 tx.
